buses that are needed to keep the 
schools open. 


Much work is done by the local 


school's maintenance staff, and new 
efforts are being made at keeping all 
schoolyard lawns neatly trimmed. 


As school Supt. Mark Culwell told the 


board during a summer meeting, the 
landscaping work will be done as the 
funds 
become 
available. Ad- 


ministrators and board 
members 


realize that landscaping is an im- 
portant 
consideration 
in the ap- 


pearance of the campuses and in 
helping promote pride in each school. 


Is there something that could be done 


about the local movie theater showing 
R rated previews at G rated movies? 
We take our small son to the G shows 
but we think it is very wrong for him to 
see that type of previews with the bad 
language and hall-nude scenes. 


Like movies, previews are rated by 


the Motion Picture Association of 
America, Inc. according to their 
suitability. And even previews of R 
rated movies that are shown at a G 
rated movie have been approved for 
general audiences by the MPAA. 


The rating, incidentally, is displayed 


at the end of each preview with the 
statement, "This preview has been 
approved for General Audiences by the 
Motion 
Picture 
Association 
of 


America." 


Local Cinema manager 
Richard 


Kelly said that some previews are sent 
that are rated as not suitable for 
teenagers, but that he doesn't show 
them with a G rated movie. 


He does show previews, rated for 


general audiences, of PG rated movies, 
which he says is a means for parents to 
preview upcoming attractions in order 
to decide whether or not they want their 
children to see those films. 


The movie rating system is far from 


fool-proof, as evidenced by the fact that 
"Star 
Wars," 
an 
innocuous en- 


tertainment film, received a PG rating. 
So, if you saw a preview you didn't 
consider suitable for children, don't 
blame the theater, write to the MPAA 
in Hollywood, Calif. The previews 
shown are rated G, not R.

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Commissioners mull what to do about jail

Navarro County has until the end of this year to instigate 


positive steps toward bringing the 50-year-old county jail into 
compliance with the new state minimum standards for county 
jails. 


Earlier this year the Texas Commission on Jail Standards 


inspected the jail and reported the jail did not meet 107 out of 255 
mandatory minimum standards. 


The county jail was found in compliance with federal stan- 


dards by Federal Judge Sarah T. Hughes three years ago when 
Archie Beldin, an inmate at the jail at the time, filed a federal 
civil rights suit against the county over the jail. 


The county is now facing another suit over the conditions in 


the jail. Three weeks ago a $2 million class action civil rights 
suit was filed in federal court in Dallas on behalf of the 91 
Iranians arrested during demonstrations at Navarro College in 
May. 


ON OCT. 11 Bill Corbet, an Austin real estate broker, told the 


commissioners court he represented a group of private in- 
vestors who are interested in a financing the construction of 
county jails on a lease-purchase plan. 


According to Corbet, the private investors he represents 


would be in charge of the entire process, from hiring the ar- 
chitects, through the letting of construction contracts and 
supervision of the construction. 


"The county wouldn't pay a dime until they moved into the 


jail," Corbet told the court. 


His plan, he says, is not necessarily advantageous to the 


taxpayers of Navarro County, but primarily is an alternative 
which he feels is helpful to commissioners. 


During a meeting Friday with County Judge Rob Dunn, and 


Commissioners Clint Bell, R. J. Henderson, and Thomas Dyer, 
Corbett said the plan relieves the commissioners of the 
necessity of going to the voters with a bond issue. 


"THE AVERAGE voter does not care if the county jail stays 


open or not," Corbet said, "He would rather see the jail closed. 
It's the commissioners, elected to be responsible for the county, 
who are under pressure from the federal courts, and the jail 
commission to upgrade the jail." 


He added that his plan removes some of that pressure by 


allowing the court to build a jail which complies with the 
standards without having to worry about facing the voters with 
a bond issue.. 


Corbet adds that another advantage is that his investors can 


offer the same interest rates or lower than the county could get 
from bonds. 


Corbet, in response to a question from Dunn, said there was no 


legal problem with the present commissioners court tying 
future commissioners courts to a debt without going to the 
voters. 


Under the Corbet's plan the county would have to put up some 


type of security for the financing of the jail. Corbetsaid the land 
the county owns that a new jail would be built on could be used. 
Also available for security purposes would be the county's 
capability to issue certificates of obligations, warrants or 
scripts. 


DUNN SAID a certificate of obligation is the commissioners 


court binding the cqunty by contract for a certain amount of 
money. A warrant, the judge explained, is a constitutionally' 
allowed procedure for the county to borrow on the coming year's 
taxes. 


"The county could issue a warrant for $50,000 and the first 


$50,000 collected in taxes would have to go to pay off the 
warrant," Dunn said. 


The third means, issuing script, the judge says, is the county 


writing itself a loan which is held by a lending institution. 


As a ballpark figure Corbet said a county jail, designed for the 


needs of Navarro County and in complaince with the minimum 
standards would cost about $1.5 million. He said the cost to the 
county would be about $105,600 a year financed at five per cent 
for 20 years. Based on Corbet's figures, then the jail would cost 
$2,112,000. 


Henderson expressed concern about that amount of money 


being available to the county. 


"WE'RE OPERATING pretty tight right now. I don't know 


where the money would come from," 
he said. 


Just how tight county finances are now was brought out during 


last Wednesday' budget hearings. At that time County Auditor 


Elbert Dossey told commissioners that the 70 per cent hike in 
county taxes would probably bring in only $255,000 more than 
the $600,000 collected in taxes for 1976. Dossey said the county is 
not in trouble financially, but the surplus commissioners hoped 
for last June will not materialize. 


"I would like to have some kind of straw vote or something to 


go on before I agree to put the county into debt," Commissioner 
Bell said. 


Henderson agreed saying, "I don't want to put his county into 


debt." 


CORBET WAS asked if the investors would still finance new 


jail construction if a bond issue failed in the county. 


"No," he said, "they would consider the county a bad risk." 
Henderson and Bell said they consider that aspect of the plan 


"like holding a gun to the county's head." They both, along with 
Dyer, felt like work could be done with the present jail, like 
adding a fire escape and repairing the plumbing system, which 
would satisfy the jail commission for the time being. 


The commissioners and Dunn were skeptical about the 


passage of a bond issue in the county. However Bell said if an 
effort was made to explain the problems facing the county over 
the jail to county voters they would go along. 


"If we told them what the whole problem is, I think they might 


go for it," Bell said. 


While they expressed doubts about obligating the county to 20 


years of debt, the commissioners and Dunn did not want to 
throw cold water on the lease-purchase option on a new county 
jail. 


CORBET TOLD the commissioners the jail, if built by the 


private group, would be a one-story structure which would cut 
down on operational costs. The saving would come from the fact 
a one-story county jail would require less personnel to operate 
than a milti-story structure. The state standards require a jailer 
on every floor of a jail which houses ten or more inmates or at 
least one jailer per 45 inmates on duty all the time. Thenewrules 
also require that a jail matron be on duty at all times that 
female inmates are housed in the facility. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton said, at the time the jail commission 


released its report on the- local jail, that the personnel 
requirements would add $90,000 a year in salaries to his budget. 


And over a 20-year period you're looking at a lot of money," 


Shelton said. 


What the commissioners court faces, by the end of this year, is 


a short list of alternatives. Besides Corbet's lease-purchase 
plan, the county could begin planning a bond issue to build a new 
jail, begin some remodeling of the present facility, or wait and 
see if a test case comes before the courts. 


HENDERSON SAID Friday he hoped Dallas County and its 


long running battle over its county jail would become the test 
case for the new standards. He said it was becoming harder and 
harder for a county to meet federal court orders without huge 
tax raises which voters, he says, are getting tired of. 


"I'm not going to vote for another big tax raise. I voted 


against it this time, and I'll do it again." Henderson said. 


The jail commission has the authority to close 
down the 


county jail if the commissioners court fails to take positive steps 
toward complaince.

County tax hike 


fall short 
may 


The long process of county 


budgeting 
got 
underway 


Wednesday, as County Com- 
missioners learned that the 70 
per cent tax hike passed last 
summer won't provide nearly 
the income they had hoped for. 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey 


told the court that the tax hike 
will bring in about $255,000 net 
in new revenues to the county, a 
figure 
commissioner 
Billy 


Hargrove found hard to believe. 


After Dossey presented his 


estimate of "net tax income," 
Judge Rob Dunn suggested to 
commissioners that the county 
set aside money for a county- 
wide 
property 
revaluation. 


That, he said, would eliminate 
politics from the revaluation 
and at the same time involve 
professional appraisers in the 
process. 


BUT 
HARGROVE, 
after 


hearing the figures, said he 
didn't feel the money for even 
that was there. 


"According to Mr. Dossey's 


figures," he said, "there isn't 
any money there top hire a 
revaluation." 


"That's what we've been 


trying to tell you, 
Billy," 


Commissioner Clint Bell said. 
"The fact of the business is, 
we're in trouble." 


Dossey denied that, however, 


saying that while the county 
won't have a surplus, they won't 
be in trouble, either. 


"It may not be as bad as it 


looks," Dossey said. "We may 
not have a surplus, we know 
that, but I don't think we're in 
trouble. I base that on having 
reviewed what we've actually 
spent per fund this year and I 
think we can handle it all 
right." 


"Just looking at the total 


picture of last year's income 
compared to this coming year's 
income, We're going to have 
$691,000 income next year with 
an estimated 70 per cent tax 
increase," Hargrove countered. 
"According to Mr. Dossey, it 
only shows $255,000 new money. 
With increases in salaries of 
$60,000, 
that 
makes 
about 


$190,000 in new revenue. When 
you're taking $100,000 off that in 
(lost traffic) fine money, you're 
talking about $89,000 in revenue, 
according to the figures here. 
This won't even pick up the 
increases in spending." 


DUNN NOTED that he had 


advocated 
new 
property 


valuations two years ago as a 
means of solving the problem. 


"I still maintain that even 


though it was a 70 per cent tax 
increase, it didn't generate any 
surplus because tax valuations 


are 
so low," 
Dunn 
said. 


"Seventy per cent of nothing 
isn't much. "Secondly, if this 
trend keeps up in (traffic) fines 
being 
lower, 
the 
money 


generated from these taxes 
won't last two years." 


Dunn pushed for setting aside 


money for an outside property 
valuation, even if it meant 
cutting county budgets to come 
up with the money. 


"I'd love to cut (my budget) 


because I don't want to go for 
another tax increase in two 
years," Bell said. "I'd like to 
see this last one last another 12- 
14 years like the last one did." 


After the income discussion, 


commissioners decided to take 
up the budget again Nov. 1st. 


The 
Commissioners 
faced 


other money woes earlier in the 
meeting, when they learned 
that the cost of autopsies to the 
county will more than double. 
Local pathologist Dr. John 
Barnes has informed the court 
that he will no longer perform 
autopsies on murder and violent 
death cases. Barnes had been 
charging the county $100 per 
autopsy. But now the county 
must send the victims of such 
crimes to the Dallas Forensic 
Lab, which charges a minimum 
of $250 per autopsy. In addition 
to that, the county will have to 
pay 
for 
ambulance 
tran- 


sportation from the county to 
Dallas and back. 


THE 
SOU, 
Conservation 


Service, which had paid the 
county rent for use of third floor 
offices, has also decided to 
move out. Their rent was raised 
during a summer meeting. That 
leaves the offices empty for 
county use, but also cuts off the 
rent income they had received. 


Commissioners voted to add 


one staff member to the district 
clerk's 
staff, 
meaning one 


additional salary on the county 
payroll. 


In action not listed on Wed- 


nesday's agenda, the court 
voted unanimously to instigate 
a system of centralized pur- 
chasing of office supplies for the 
courthouse.

1, following a parting of ways 
involving the North Central 
Texas Council of Governments 
and Navarro College, 
the 


previous Manpower agency. 


While Mrs. Dawson says the 


COG's 
displeasure 
with 


Navarro 
has 
never 
been 


specified, she is too busy to give 
that matter much thought, 
trying to match jobs and 
qualifications for the 59 Man- 
power slots open for the county 
and for several other federally 
funded job programs. 


MRS. 
DAWSON says that her 


own performance has yet to be 
rated by the COG, but that COG 
workers told her that as long as 
everything Is running smoothly, 
they leave their contractors 
alone, and she hasn't been 
visited by them yet. 


She says a look at her ten- 


tative Manpower budget for the 
coming year gives her 59 job 
openings and $93,000 to allocate. 
Her duties also Include funding 
special project employment like 
that needed for Community 
Services' 
winterization 


program and right now she says 
she's trying to get a program off 
the ground which allows for the 
hiring of 30 full-time students. 


Mrs. Dawson, who is also 


secretary for the city's Civil 
Service program, says the main 
problem involved with the 
Manpower program is "trying 
to keep everyone happy" since 
there aren't enough job slots for 
the number of requests from 
eligible employers. 


Any non-profit organization 


or public service agency is 
eligible for Manpower workers, 
and businesses are eligible for 
on-the-Job training funds. The 
nature of the work is also open, 
For Instance, Mrs. Dawson 
says, a teacher each at Rice, 
Mildred and Blooming Grove 
are currently being paid by 
Manpower funds as are a 
Navarro County Association for 
Retarded 
Citizens counselor 


and laborers and secretaries for 
both the city and county. 


THE ONLY restriction on the 


type of job which is eligible 
under Manpower, according to 
Mrs. Dawson, is that the federal 
funds will pay for only $10,000 of 
the person's salary. Additional 
costs must be borne by the 
agency. 


Employers must also promise 


to hire half of their Manpower 
workers. 


It's the eventual hiring of the 


Manpower employe by his 
sponsor that Mrs. 
Dawson 


hopes for, saying "The whole 
purpose of the programs is to 
teach and train eligible people 
to obtain and hold regular, full- 
time employment." 


The prospective Manpower 


workers 
must 
also 
meet 


eligibility standards based on 
how long they've been unem- 
ployed and their sources of 
income. 


And Mrs. Dawson must make 


sure that .'11 employment within 
the progrtn complies with 
rigid federal guidelines that 
include minority, age and sex 
ratios and that there must also 
be a certain percentage of 
veterans among the Manpower 
workers. 


IN THE CASE of one of the 


teachers, Mrs. Dawson says 
that the fact that the teacher 
was a recent college graduate, 
and subsequently hadn't been 
employed and was without a 
source of income, made that 
highly qualified person eligible 
for 
Manpower employment 


when the school said they 
needed the extra teaching spot. 


Many 
of 
the 
more 


professional openings 
occur 


when agencies and govern- 
mental entities find themselves 
needing help not provided for in 
their budgets, Mrs. Dawson 
said, and this type of em- 


ployment Is often most helpful 
to her program. 


Because 
this 
employer 


usually intends to hire the 
Manpower worker under the 
next regular budget, the em- 
ploye gets the employment he is 
looking for and Mrs. Dawson is 
able to find jobs for more than 
her limit if the employer sub- 
mits a letter showing an intent 
to hire. 


Getting more people working 


is the goal, she reiterates and 
she says that there are usually 
one or two openings at all times 
because of the constant ab- 
sorption of Manpower workers 
by their employers. 


"VERY FEW people quit the 


program" she says, but the 
absorption rate 
keeps job 


replace an absorbed worker 
with 
two Manpower slots 


without affecting her hiring 
ceiling. 


Presently, she says, the 


program Is looking for three jail 
matrons who would help the 
county jail meet its needs 
regarding women at the jail to 
help with female prisoners. 


The year's employment is 


ultimately tied to the annual 
budget, based on the county's 
unemployment ratio. And while

Association, but it does not 
cover fire claims. 


The policy 
will be

derwritten by Lloyds of London 
at a premium cost of $6,000 a 
year, $1,200 more than the 
premium was with Appalachla. 


THE SHERIFF added that 


the 
county 
commissioners 


would be put into a higher risk 
category with the new policy. 
County Judge Rob Dunn voiced 
his approval of the policy. 


"This policy completely In- 


sulates 
the 
county 
from 


liability, attorney fees, and 
court costs," Dunn said and 
added, "I'm tired of being a 
defendant in federal court. I 
recommend we go with this. 


"Mr. 
(Earl) 
Luna 
is 


representing us very well, but I 
keep getting bill of $800 to J900 
on a monthly basis. I feel that 
for $6,000 we'd do a whole lot 
better with this," Dunn said. 


Shelton said 
Frank 
Bet- 


tencort, a Dallas attorney, had 
been retained by Appalachla to 
represent the county in the suit. 
The sheriff added that the 
company had pro rated the 
premium the county had paid 
for the full year and refunded 
the remaining amount. 


THE SHERIFF also asked 


the court for a $6,000 increase in 
his automobile allowance. 


"We budgeted about $1,500 a 


month for gasoline and I have 
about $600 left," Shelton said. 


Commissioner R. J. Hen- 


derson asked what was the 
exact amount of money which 
the sheriff had transferred in 
his budget earlier this year. 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey 


said the sherrif had requested 
and received approval for $1,030 
out of auto allowance, and $1,858 
out of salaries, to be moved into 
his telephone budget. 


Commissioner 
Clint 
Bell 


asked 
Shelton 
if 
the 


reorganization oi his depart- 
ment would cut down on the 
amount 
of 
patrolling 
his 


department does. 


"No. I just realigned some 


duties, 
but the 
two 
men 


(criminal investigators) still 
have to answer calls and travel 
There's no way I could cut down 
on the number of cells we have 
to answer," Shelton said. 


SHELTON TOLD the court 


the remainder of his budget was 
sufficient for the rest of the 
year, that he was only short In 
gasoline money. 


"We budgeted our expected 


expenditures on the prior year. 
We budgeted to break even, but 
the commissioners 
cut the 


budget by $7,000," the sheriff 
said. 


The court 
approved the 


transfer of $6,000 from the 
General 
Fund 
unexpected 


expenditures with the exception 
of Henderson. 


"I'm going to have to say no 


to this," Henderson said. 


The court also approved the 


allocation of about $7,000 to 
Memorial Hospital. The money 
is the balance in the hospital 
maintenance fund which has 
built up over recent years. 


"As you all, know," Dunn 


said, "four cents of our tax rate 
is allocated for hospital im- 
provements. In past years the 
commissioners court has given 
a blanket grant of $22,000 to the 
hospital." 


He added that the funds 


collected were always enough to 
cover the $22,000 and 
the 


balance was left in the account.

RECOMMEND

hospital have the balance," 
Dunn said. 


Dossey told the court the 


amount wouldn't be exactly

commissions and

had to be taken out first. 


Dossey also received ap- 


proval for another change in the 
accounting system. He asked 
the court to approve the com-

ledgers into one ledger. The 
various ledgers to be combined 
into one include, officers salary, 
special road, jury fund, flood 
control, and revenue sharing. 


On the recommendation of 


Dunn the court agreed not to 
participate in the Volunteer 
Fire

Relief 
and 


Retirement Fund, which was 
set up by the Legislature this 
year. 


Dunn said he had examined 


the law and it is his opinion the 
county is exempt from par- 
ticipating in the plan. He 
suggested, 
however,

pending court interpretation of 
the law, the commissioners get 
written refusals to participate 
from volunteer fire units In 
their 
precincts.

missioners agreed.

Gramm names Dr. Gibson

congressional 
candidate, 


named Dr. Louis Gibson his 
campaign manager for Navarro 
County this morning, calling 
him "one of the most out- 
standing men he had ever 
known" and saying it was an 
honor to have him head his local 
campaign. 


Dr. Gibson returned the 


praise, calling Gramm "the 
man for the job" and predicting 
a successful race and great 
future in congress for his 
candidate. 


Dr. Gibson said he studied the 


race from the standpoint of 
Cong. Olin Teague's retirement 
and decided that Gramm was 
the best qualified of the possible 
candidates. 


"There's not an economist in 


Congress," Dr. Gibson said, 
adding that Gramm's expertise 
would give him an edge over 
other 
junior 
congressmen. 


Gramm has appeared before 
House and Senate committees 
with 
information on 
both 


economic and energy related 
matters. 


Dr. Gibson said that Gramm'- 


s approach to the energy 
problem is one of his strongest 
points. He explains that Gramm 
favors deregulation of natural 
gas 
and 
full utilization of 


present energy resources. 


But, 
Dr. 
Gibson 
added, 


Gramm also favors intensive 
development of new energy 
sources to provide the U.S. with 
a strong foundation for the 
1960's. 


Gramm, 
in naming 
Dr. 


Gibson, also pledged his support 
for Trinity River development 
and Navarro College. 


He said that such Trinity 


Project items as Lakeview 
Lake in Dallas County and 
Tennessee Colony Lake are 
essential for the development of 
this district. These elements of 
the Trinity Project should be 
implemented 
as 
soon 
as 


possible, Gramm said, with 
other 
developments 
coming 


later. 


Gramm also called for the 


defeat of the Panama Canal 
treaty, and pledged to work 
against the treaty if the courts 
rule that the House must also 
vote on the treaty. 


He said that the 
main 


argument for the treaty's ap- 
proval is that violence will come 
if the treaty is not passed. He 
called 
this 
argument 
in- 


cendiary, saying that such an 
attitude 
will 
spawn 
such 


violence. 


"We have to quit rewarding 


violence," Gramm said, "or 
we'll get more violence." 


The congressional hopeful 


also called for the curbing of the 
power of federal judges by 
limiting all but Supreme Court 
Justices 
to 
five 
year 
ap- 


pointments with no chance for 
reappointment. 


Saying many federal judges 


are "totally out of touch with 
the real world, Gramm called 
such judges like Sarah T. 
Hughes a "heavy burden" for 
the people.

Yap students find new world at Navarro College 


They're at school thousands of miles from home in a strange land 


By JEWEL GIBSON 


The Yaps are here! 
Three young women left their 


grass skirts, and 15 young men 
left their loin cloths at their 
respective 
thatched-roofed 


houses to make the long trip 
from the land of their birth to 
enroll In Navarro College. 


The island of Yap is the 


largest of the Caroline group of 
islands in the Pacific Ocean- 
south of Japan, east of the 
Philippines, and north of the 
equator. 
The 
population 


numbers between four and five 
thousand. The island contains

only 39 square miles. A caste 
system, based on economic 
significance, still exists on the 
island. 


The Island, formerly called 


Guap, is one of the trust 
territories 
of 
the 
United 


Nations. 


THE YAP students explain 


that they live a sort of tribal life 
in which every individual has 
inner-related responsibilities to 
every other member of his clan. 


Yaps are Micronesians, very 


much like the Polynesians of 
Hawaii in that they have 
become a blend of many races. 


"The first time I saw the 


Yaps, they were the most tired- 
looking group of people I'd ever 
seen. There they were, sitting 
on a curb on the college campus 
with their suitcases at their 
feet," said Don Mershawn, 
international adviser at NC. 


The students had Just jetted 


from Yap to Guam, from Guam 
to Hawaii, from Hawaii to Los 
Angles, and finally from Los 
Angeles to Dallas. Now, here 
they were—very sick from the 
change in food, Mershawn 
explained. 


IN THEIR native land, they 


could have picked up coconuts 
from the ground or shaken them 
from a tree, cracked the shell, 
drank the milk and eaten the 
meat. Or they could pluck 


bananas, grapefruit 
or betel 


nuts. At meal time, they could 
eaten their favorite food— 
taro—a vegetable like 
the 


Hawaiian pol—or dined on beef, 
pork, chicken, and any number 
of fresh vegetables. 


With an average climate of 82 


degrees, and an annual rainfall 
of 122 inches a year, vegetables 
and fruits grow the year round. 


In this tropical paradise, little 


clothing is necessary. 


The young men showed 


pictures of their families at 
home. The children wore scant 
clothing. 


WHEN THE students landed 


on the campus of NC, they were 
sweltering in their Western 
clothes in the 100 degree tem- 
perature. They were also a little 
confused by the many buildings 
of brick and mortor. 


By a coincidence of history, 


all the Yap students can speak a 
little English, for Yaps are 
taught 
English 
both 
in 


elementary and high schools. 


The coincidence? 
Once the Yap island was 


owned by Spain; 
then 
it 


belonged to Germany. That was 
before WWI. Soon after the war, 
May 7,1919, Japan was given a 
mandate over the islands north 
of the equator, including Yap, 
even though the Japanese had

used the island as an air base 
during the war. 


The interest? 
THE ISLAND of Yap is a 


station of the direct cable line 
from the United States—the 
country that had laid the 
cable—to the Dutch East Indies 
via Guam, and another cable 
runs from Yap to Shanghai. 


An agreement was reached on 


Dec. 22, 1921, between Japan 
and the United States: Whereas 
the United States recognized 
the Japanese mandate, Japan 
agreed that the United States 
should have free access to the 
island on a footing of equality 
with Japan or any other nation 
in respect to the Yap-Guam 
cable and any other cables laid 
by the United States. (The 
United States still maintains a 
coast guard base on the island.) 


Because of this agreement— 


as a by-product—the Yaps 
whose tongue is Yapese, were 
introduced to the 
English 


language. 


"The students over here, 


mostly, are on grants," Mer- 
shawn explained. "Most of 
them are from small villages 
and have helped their parents 
make a living by farming, 
fishing, or working In shops, 
and stores. 


Tony Giltman, majoring in 


general education, says he 
hopes to return to Yap as a 
Counselor to other students. 


"A COUNSELOR put me in 


contact with the United States 
and Navarro College," he said. 


"The students are majoring 


in practical subjects," 
said 


Mershawn. 


Four of the students in law 


enforcement say they will 
return to Yap to serve as 
policemen. Two will work in 
electronics; two plan to go into 
business for themselves. Mark 
Chienge says he will set up his 
own shop in drafting and 
designing. 


Other fields of interest

pursue at the college are 
medical laboratory techniques, 
secretarial studies, biology, air 
conditioning, 
pre-dental
